‘today, thirteen houses were gutted in Canton 
asnresultol the fire yesterday. No particulars 
are to hand regarding the origin of the fire but 
that it raged with yreat fierceness far many 
hours is established. The fire broke;:out in the 
row of houses on'the canal facing the Shameen. 
Sostroog was'the. outbreak that in a very short 
time the whole rowof houses was ablaze.

ter and were,occipied by wealthy firms, The 
outbreak aecusred almost directly opposite the 
Shameen Hotel, No estimate of the damage 
has yet been obtained, but the damage may be 
anything upto half a miltion dollars: is 
The Hongkong insurance offices do nat seem 
to have suffered very heavily. One office has 
lust $2,coo,und another $6,.00, and so far as 
we have been able to ‘discover that is'about the 
tolal extent of the damage, The only foreign 
firm) which appears to have been involved. in 
the fire is the British-American Tobacco Com- 
puny whose godown has been utterly consumed,
